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On Wednesday, Nov. 8, 1911, her son-in-law, James 
B. Grant, died at his home in Excelsior Springs, Mo. He 
was formerly Governor of Colorado, and a well known 
political figure. Mrs. Goodell was kept in ignorance of 
his death for fear it would hasten her end. Both bodies 
were buried in Fairmount cemetery at Denver, Colorado.
